Rules for the Suspension and Remission of Land-revenue on account of 
Agricultural Calsmities, 


The Resolution of the Government of India, No. 8—99-2, dated the 25th March, 1905, 
lays down the principles to be followed in granting suspension and remission of land-revenue 
uring agricultural calamities, The main object in viow is to give relief to the cultivating 
aees wheu they are unable to pay their rents on account of failure of crops. 
2. he following rules are based on thvse principles and are issued for the general 
guidance of Revenue Officers, 


L.—Esrares pDiRkcrLy MANAGED BY GovBRNMENT. 


1. Agrioultural calamities shall be classified as— j 
(a) “ Widespread,” such as famine, drought, and geveral failure of crops over whole 
estutes, and over large areas, and— 
(6) “Local” or isolated, such as are occasioned by hail, floods, loousts ani the like, in 
which the failure of crops is not uniform and does not extend over large 
areas, 


2. ‘When the Collector has reason to believe that there has been or will be so great a 
failure of crops as to reuder it probable that suspension or remission of land-revenue may be 
ae he shall at once either himself proceed, or shal! depute an officer of as high a rank 
as may be available, but not below the rank of a Kanungo, to make an inquiry into the extent 
of the failure in tie estates affected by the calamity. 

3. Un receipt of the Officer’s raport and after such test of the report as may be possible, 
the Collector shall decide whether the calamity is to be treated as belonging to class (a) or to 
class (6), and shall procesd to determine the amount of revenue which shoula be recommended 
for fapeition or remission, as the care may . 

fn deciding what proportion of the land-revenue should be suspended or remitted, the 
Collector shal! take into ce | the fact that in accordance with the principles laid down in

ing only a small portion of his entire tenancy. 

11. It shall be the business of the Collector to make recommendations for the remission 
of revenue when he considers it; necessary, and in doing so be shall be guided by the 
principles laid down in paragraph 12 of the Resolution of the Government of India, which 
ara ‘here reproduced :— 


”* As soon as it becomes clear that it will be inadvisable to collect suspended revonue 
orany particular portion of it, it should be remitted at once. It is most undesirable to keep 
supensions hanging for long over tho heads of the revenue-payers; aud the Government 
of India are of opinion that revenue which has been under suspension for three years should 
ordinarily be remitted as.a matter of course. Thoy are also prepared, in the case of fully 
asséssed tracts) with, an ontturn which is fairly’ constant, to acoapt a rule which would limit 
the amount of revenue under suspension at any given time to the equivalent of the revenue 
demand of an ordinary year. the latter. case it would not follow that when suspensions 
exceeded the limit, the whole amount suspended should be remitted, and, logically speaking, 
only the balance by which they were in excess should be so dealt with. But in the case 
of calamities so severe as to call for heavy suspensions, greater liberality than this will no 
dottbt- be desirable, ~An absolute and pars gern that the amount under suspension should 
never exceed a year’s revenue would be. open to objection; since there are many. areas of 
fertile soil, where there is no irrigation andthe rainfall is uncertain in amount, aud where 
on-acoount of this uncertainty, the revenueiis pitched so low, that in a really bumper year 
the people could pay very: much more than ‘the revenue assessed without the slightest 
inconvenience.” " 


12. Where the damage caused to the crop is so severe that the Oollector thinks that no 
portion of the suspended revenue should be collected afterwards, be shall at once report to 
the Commissioner the amount to’ be remitted. Where, however, he thinks that only a portion 
of the revenue should be remitted, he shallreport to the Commissioner the percentage of 
revenue to be remitted. In such oase the balance and, when no remission is — the 
whole of the suspended revenue shall bo recovered from the tenants in such instalments 
as may be fixed, with the approval of tho Commissioner, with reference to tho character of 
the succeeding harvests from which it is reooyered and the condition of the people at 
the time.

IL.—Txmporarity-settLep Estates, 

20. In all temporarily-settled estates in which collections are made by a person respon- 
sible for the revenue to Government the above rules shall apply, but no suspension or remission 
shall be given unless the settlement-holder undertakes to suspend or remit @ proportionate 
amount of the ourrent rent payable by the cultivators. ‘The proportion may be that of 1 to 2, 
or in the ratio which the total revenue of the estate bears to the total rent demand, and the 
Collector should state which proportion he proposes to adopt. 

21. In the temporarily-ssttled estates, which are usually liable to only /ocal calamities, 
field-to-field inquiry shall ordinarily be instituted. In cases, however, where the estates

* India a copy of a Bill passed by the Parliament of Cape Colony to repeal the Immigration 
Aot of 1902, extracts from which were published in the Gaselte of India with Resolution 
No, 4-2—4, dated the 20th February 1908, The more important provisions of this law, 
which is entitled “‘ The Immigration Act, 1906,” are noted below for Parvin: information: «4 

2. Tho most important change effected is that, whereas under the Act of 1902 Asiatics 
domiciled in South Africa were not included in the category of “prohibited peas are 
the present Bill exempts those persons only who are born in that country. Asiatios lawfully 
resident in the Colony are permitted, however, to be absent temporarily under permits issued 
under age approved by the Governor. 

8. The Governor-Goneral in Council requests all Local Governments to take such 
measures as soem to them best calculated to make the provisions of the Bill sents Se 
to natives of India, more especially in places from which emigration to Cape Colony is 
believed to be most common. Intending emigrants should be warned at the ports cf 
embarkation of the difficulties they may encounter in proceeding to this Colony.

(a) remove the patient, together with his bedding, drinking-utensils and food to a 
port of the deck at the extreme stern of the steamer, where he suail be segre- 
gated from the rest of the passengers by a purdah or awning ; 

(6) vause all excreta, vomit and urine which may have been discharged on to the deck 
by the patient to be cleaned away with a solution of oyllin; and 

(c) report the case to the Subdivisional or District eee within whose juris- 
diction the nearest ghat lies, and also to the Civil Surgeon of the district. 

(2) Where such ghat is not at the head-quarters of a subdivision or district, the report 
mentioned in sub-clanse (c) of olause (1) shall be sent by the Medical Officer of the steamer 
or master or serang, as the case may be, by the most expeditious means available to the 
next head-quarters of a subdivision ‘or district at which the steamer will touch.

1. On tho arrival of any mail, the Collector of Customs shall depute a Customs Officer 
to attend at the Post Otiice for the purpose of assessing to duty articles imported by such 
mail. 


2. Tho Onstoms Officer shall deal with all parcels and such letters as have been detained 
by the Postmaster under the Postal Regulations for examination. 


8. A list in form appended of all parcels and such letters as are detained shall be 
made cut in duplicate by the carbon process in the Post Office before the Customs Officer’s 
arrival, from the declarations accompanying the parcels and from the covers of the letters. 
The columns for value in Indian money and duty shall be left blank and shall be filled up 
hy the Customs Officer on his arrival. When any of the particulars required cannot be 
obtained from the declarations or the covers of the letters, the columns in question shall be 
left blank and shall be filled in by the Oustoms Officer after examination of the’ parcel or 
letter in question,

4. The Customs Officer, on his arrival, chall examine the list, fill in any details that 
may be wanting, and assess the parcels and letters to duty, entering the duty on the list. In 
his assessment he shall ordinarily be guided by the sender’s declaration, but he may bave an: 
parcel opened for examination at his discretion. Letters and insured parcels must be opened, 
under the Postal Regulations, in the presence of the addressee, or a duly authorised agent, or 
of an Assistant Postmaster. The Customs Officer shall call upon the Postmaster to detain 
avy parcel or letter upon which the Collector’s orders may be required. 


5. When the assessment is completed, the Customs Officer shall sign both original and 
duplicate, retain the original, and hand over the duplicate to the Post Office from which the 
necessary entries shall be made on the parcels and letters for collection of duty at time of 
delivery. The original shall be taken to the Custom Houso end made over to the Accountant 
who shall enter the total of each parcel list in a register, and strike the total for each month. 
From this total shall be deducted any refunds paid by the Post Office with the sanction . 
of the Gollector of Customs to the addressees of parcels, and the net total shall then 
be credited as import duty by per contra debit to the Postal Department.

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BIHAR SOHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 


Prosrxorts ron Avsirssion. 


Trs échool is under the management of the Principal of the Patna Collego, assisted 
by o Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to oom~ 
memorate the visit to India of. His Majesty the King when Princo of Wales. The objeot 
of the fund was the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The esl ae formally 
opened on the 11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited . 
to 60. Preference is to be given to Biharis, Failing, however, a sufficient number of 
Bihari applicants, students who are natives.of other provinces may be admitted, preference 
being given to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as accommodation is available, students who have the finol “.B”’ class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years 
of age, preterence again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 

3. The school, us at present constituted, is chiefly enga, in training students for 
appointments as Sub-Overseers and Overseers. 

The curriculum includes— 

(1) Asound study of elementary mathematics. 

(2) Careful precy survey work. 

(3) Drawing both free-hand and engineering. 

(4) Elements of road~making and the construction of simple buildings. 
(5) Workshop practice, with hand tools and machinery, 


Students are prepared for the Overseer certificate of the Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings have now been completed; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from this school, who 
must be a Bihari by race. 

4. The next eossion will commence on Ist July 1907. 

5. In the Overseer ea which corresponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, the monthly fee is Re. 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who shall 
pay Rs, 4. All scholarship-holders, however, receive free tuition, Government scholarships 
of the value of Rs, 7 a month, tenable one year, are awarded each year on the results of the 
annual examinations, eigh¢ being tenablo in the second-year class, siz in the third-year class, 
and siz in the fourtl-year olass, Of the scholarships attached to the school, 75 per cent. 
of them are to be reserved for those students who are Bibaris by race, The teaching is in 
English. : 

56 Candidates for admission to the Overseor Department must be under 20 years of 
age, aud must have passed one of the tests mentioned below :— 

(1) The Entrance examination of an Indian University in English and niathematics. 

(2) Standard VII of the Code of European schools, 

(8) Students who have not passed either of these tests, and who are otherwise eligible, 
will have to pass an examiration in English and mathematics (of about the 
same standard as the Entranco examination of the Calcutta University in these 
subjects) to be held by the Principal of the Patna Qollege on the 4th and 
Sth July, respectively (from 6 a.w. to 9 a.m. each day). 


7, Oandidatés for admission must apply to the Principal not later than the 80th June. 
Their application niust give the following particulars :— 
(a) Name, address, aot pepe of father or guardian. 
(b) Race and religion. (A domiciled Bengali must produce evidenoo to show that 
his father with his family have taken up their residence in Bihar.) 
(c) A certificate of good moral character from last head-master. 
An attested certificate of age (showing that he is under 20 years of age). 
2) A modical certificate showing him to be fit for employment in the publio service. 
A certificate of having passed either of the first two of the three tests mentioned 
above, failing which the application will be kept pending till a certificate 
showing that the candidate has passed the third test is given to the Prinoipal.

8. There is also an Amin class, admiesion to which may be obtained by students who 
do not know English. Inthe Amin class the course of study is for one year, and the 
monthly fee is Re. 1. An Amiu-student is taught elementary surveying with a oorrespond- 
ing amount of mathematics and of geometrical drawing. ‘ He will not be admitted to the 
workshop. A student in the first-year class of the Overseer Do ent, who fails to pass 
the examination, for promotion to the second-year class, but who has shown an adequate 
knowledge of clementary surveying and the other subjects taught in the Amin class may, 
at his option, leave the school with an Amin certificate, 

Candida‘es for Amin class, who have not passed the middle English or middle vernacular 
examination, will be examined at the school on the 4th July; cavdidates failing at this 
examination will not be admiit d.

Tuts school is under the ent of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted 
8 Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to com- 
the visit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales.

BIHAR SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 
Prosrecrus ror Apmission. 


Turs school is under the management’ of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted 
‘by a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to com- 
memorate the visit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales. he object 
of the fund was the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The school was formally 
opened on the 11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60. Preference is to be given to Biharis. Failing, however, a sufficient number of 

. Bihari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may be admitted, preference 

being given to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as accommodation is available, students who have passed the final * B” class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years 
of age, preference again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 

3. The school, us at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointments as Sub-Overseers and Overseers. 

The currioulum includes— 


(1) A sound study of elomentary mathematics. 
) Careful praintag 2 survey work, 
Drawing both free-hand and engineering. 
(4) Elements of road-inaking and the construction of simple buildings. 
(5) Workshop practice, with hand tools and machinery, 


Students are prepared for the Overseer certificate of the Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings have now been completed; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment .annually for a qualified student from this school, who 
must be a Bihari by race, 

4, Tho next eossion will commence on Ist July 1907,

London in the year 1908, are published for general information. ‘I'he Government of India 
have decided not to participate in the Exhibition. 


Franco-British Exhibition, London 1908. 


No international movement: in recent times has given more profound satisfaction to the 

le concerned than the growth of friendship with our continental neighbours and the 
efforts made to extead our commercial relations with them, and specially with those whose 
industries are complementary rather than competitive with ourown. Foremost amon 
those nations whose commerce with the United Kingdom is of that satisfactory description 
is France, and the idea of increasing the commercial intercourse betweon the two countries 
and materialising their friendly relations was proposed by the French Ohamber of 
Commerce in London towards the end of 1905, and was eagerly taken up on both sides of the 
Channel. The proposal was brought before the French Government through M. Combon, 
then Ambassador in London, and met with the warm mip ra of the Krencn Minister of 
Commerce, M. Doumergue, who invited the opinion of the ité Frangais des Expositions 
4 l’Etranger, which acts as the official representative of the French Goverumenf and French 
exhibitors at all foreign exhibitions in which they take part, This body received the proporal 
with the greatest enthusiasm 

A crowded and representative meeting was held at the Mansion House on July 11th, 
1906, with the Lord Mayor in the chair. and after the Duke of Argyll, the Honorary Presi- 
dent, had explained the objects in view, a resolution was unanimously passed approving 
the steps already taken. It was also resolved that all profits sould be devote i to some 
public purpose, and authority was given for tho appointment of the necessary committees and 
‘the establishment of a guarantee fund. : 

A telegram sent by the Lord Mayor to the President of the French Republic informing 
him of the success of the meeting reveived a reply through the Ambassador, assuri »g his Lord- 
ship that the French Government would not fail to give its cordial support to the Kxhibition, 
A. deputaticn from the Fronch Oommittee subsequently visited London, inspected the site 
selected at Shepherd's Bush, and on their high approval both of the grounds and of 
their accessibility from all parts of the metrupolis and suburbs. 

The French Minister of Commerce, who presided at a dinner given in Paris in October, 
1906, by the French Committee to the Lord Mayor, repeated the assurance of Mg ie 
previously given, viz. that the French Government had from the firet assoviated itself 
with the project, which he was sure would have a great success. In the course of a banquet 
given by. the Fishmongers’ Oompany in honour of the Exhibition, the Prine Warden, Sir 
Richard B. Martin, Bart., expressed bis conviction that the Exhibition would be of the 
greatest importance in further cementing the interests of both nations. On the same day 
the British Empire J ehold «a mesting st the House of Commons, at’ which Viscount 
Selby, late Speaker of that. branch of the Legislature, moved a resolution which was 
unanimously agreed to, which not only promised the support of the League to tho Exhibition, 
but invited its members to do all in their power to ensure its sucoess. ;

xhibition proper. Arrangements have been e for erection, if required, of annexes, 
whieh will retain the same features of architectural beauty which belong to the buildings 
to which they form extensions, ; 
_ The exhibition of painting, soulpture, and the fine arts generally, which will be housed 
in a palatial edifice, will be larger than at any previous exhibition in London, and_ visitors 
will be able to view the finest collection of French sud British modern art which has ever 
been Nia together. 

One half of the entire space of the Exhibition will be devoted to the display made by 
France, which will be upon a more extensive scale than at any exhibition ever held by 
France outside Paris. hen it is recollected that at St. Louis the French Exhibition 
oncupied 77,212 square metres, more than 800,000 square fest, tho magnitude of the French 
section of the Franco-British Exhibition will readily be realized. A special association has 
been formed to arrange for the representation of the French Colonies, and it is inteaded to 
send a comprehensive collection illustrating their produce and resources, which will be 
ce posi in buildings showing the various atyles of architecture peculiar to those countries, 
and reproducing the picturesque features of the French Colonies at the Paris Exhibition of 
1900, Fs more recently at the Colonial Exhibition held at Marseilles during the 

nt year. 

British manufacturers and producers will be afforded the opportunity which they have 
not enjoyed since 1862 of being able to display in the Metropolis of the Empire the progress 
which has been made in every , Pacer deg ig humsn invention and industry since the middle 
of the last century, and they will for the first time be able to exhibit with the aid of an 
organization similar to that enjoyed for many years past by French exhibitors, so that the 
display made by the United Kingdom will be Bh rot 8 such a manner that the attention 
of visitors will be drawu to its excellence so irresistibly that they will not be tempted to leave 
it without a thorongh examination. 

Facilities will be given to exhibitors and visitors by the establishment of a system of 
commercial bureaus. ‘I'he principal one, at the main entrance to the Hxahibition, will 
contain a departmont by which a visitor can at once obtain full information as to the locality 
where every exhibit can be found, its nature and character, and any literature which has been 
prepared in connection with it, Any person coming to the Hxhibition in order to see the 
display made by any industry will be able to gratify his wishes without any loss of time ; 
and on the other hand persons attracted by any exbibit will be able-to obtain all the infor- 
mation available about it with the smallest expenditure of time,, Branch bureaus will be

Action under the first head can be taken by the local Government of its own motion 
without reference to the University. Should this measure prove inadequate, and should it be 
thought necessary to have recourse to the more severe punishment of withdrawal of recogni# 
tion or the threat thereof, the facts of the case should be reported to the University, which 
alone is legally competent to inflict the requisite penalty. In such cases, I am to request 
that, following the practice of the Government of India in conducting their own correspon- 
dence with the University, the communication may be addressed to the Registrar through 
the Reotor of the Calcutta University, 

8. The case of students of affiliated colleges stands on a somewhat different footing. 
They are no longer schoul-boys but undergraduates, and a certain proportion of them are 
Bachelors of Arts who may reasonably claim some wider liberty of action than is permitted 

school-boys. In regard to them, therefore, the Government of India are not prepared 
to lay down as a general rule that mere attendance at political meetings, as distinguished 
from taking an active part in,their proceedings, would necessarily call for the adoption of 
disciplinary measures against the college. Although, however, they admit thatthe degree 
of discipline which is essential for a school-boy may be inappropriate and even undesirable 
in the case of a student, still they must insist upon the principle that colleges exist for the 
urpose of education, and they cannot regard with indifference the conversion of such 
institutions into centres for the dissemination of political doctrines of whatever character. 
If therefore certain students of an affiliated college were to attend political meetings and 
there so conduct themselves as to bring undesirable notoriety upon their college, or to engage 
in political agitation in such a way as to interfere with the corporate life and educational work 
of the place, and still more if such propagandism assumed the form of picketing and open 
violence, it is obvious that the local Government concerned could no longer remain pontine, bot 
would be bound, in the interests of education, to take steps to procure the withdrawal from 
the college, at any rate for a period, of the privilege of afiiliation to the University. In such 
a case it would probably be desirable in the first instance that a formal warning should 
be addressed to the Principal of the college by the Director of Public Instruction. If that . 
warning were disregarded, the facts of the case would be reported by the local Government 
through the Rector to the Syndicate of the University. It would then rest with any 
member of the Syndicate to initiate by formal motion the procedure laid down in section 24 
of the Universities Act. 

4. The further question arises how far a ation of schoolmdsters .or pro- 
fessors of colleges in, political movements may be held to call for disciplinary action 
against the institution in which they are employed. As to this I am to say that 
the Government of India recognize that in this matter tio masters of high Wnglish 
schools should not be treated as being on the same footing as their pupils. Al- 
though it is the firm intention of the Governor-General in Council to neglect’ no means of 
preventing schools and colleges from being turned into centres of political agitation, he does 
not wish unduly to circumsoribe the liberty of individual teachers, A schoolmaster has a 
right to his own opinions as much as any one else, but he is subject to very special 
responsibilities, and it is recognized in every civilized country that these responsibilities limit 
the extent to which he is entitledto give expression to his individual views. If, therefore, 
the public utterances of a schoolmaster are of such a character as to endanger the orderly 
development of the boys under his charge by introducing into their immature minds 
doctrines subversive of their ey ed for authority and calculated to impair their usefulness 
as citizens and to hinder their advancement in after-life, his proceedings must be’ held to 
constitute a dereliction of duty and may properly be visited with disciplinary, action. Still 
more will this be the case if he is found to huve personally conducted his pupils to a political 
meeting or to have deliberately encouraged their attendance at such a meeting for the 
purpose of educating them in his own political views.
